Tbh uivention relates to means for assists 

10 ing in and a method for xhc laying of floor 
covering and is especially useful when it to 
desired wboMy to cov<er a floor 'vonb a floor 
coveiins> Mai as caipc^ Imdeom or sheet 
vinyl floorings wfakh commgs will hereinaficer 

15 be referrod to as caipcts. 

Modem tendencies in floor covezing? im^ 
doubtcdly lean to the <p3T>vi$i(m of wiiat an 
known as fitted cazp^ or fitted linolKm tx 
Tinyl ftoorJn^y that to say tSie floor covering 

20 is laid over the whde aie:a of the floor and 
made to i/h the contoixr of the ^iremg boaid 
or the wall. 

To one not akSIed In the art of carper lay* 
ing, the probleni of ^^Ining a neat, clean flt- 

25 tmg of the caipet agafaisc the sfditing is one 
which presents some real difficultiea^ one of 
which is dere to the fact that Mihen the rcA of 
carpet is pin on fhe floor ami unrotlle^ the 
general method is ro mstd^ k so ihat the edge 

30 of the caxpcc Hes against the veitical face of 
the -mH or skirting and the caxpet has to be 
bent bad: or scrfbcd so as to have maikxngs 
on one surface txi indicate the dcshvd line of 
out so as to dbtain an ete whidti will have a 

35 dean fit with the join between the flooring 
and the skirting boanL It is this opeiadon 
v^dh frequently leads conshferaUe diffi- 
culty and the dbfect of tUs hmntton is to 
provide means to assist the laying ctf the 

40 caipet whkh vrill om€de a method of laying 
which overoomes me aibow disadvantages. 

Accoifdin^ to die present hivention means 
for fadlitatmg die laying tjf fitted cajpets as 
herein defined compifces a sirq> or slheet of 


flexible mavcnalj for eacanifde paper or tapc^ 
which is provided on one sntf aoe widi a coat* 
ing of adhesive vMdk covets sub$candafly 
die whcrie of said surface and whidi, on ihe 
opposed suxf Boe is provided widi adhesive over 
only pceselected areas, bur not the whde 
area. 

It fa pnefiened to eooploy a piessiue KBsi- 
tive adhesive and on d»c smlaoe of die 
or sheet whicfa has adhesfvc on ody pie- 
selected ares% the adhe^ve nxay be provided 
in rows or bands, in ^soed pazaHd relation- 
ship. PjrtferaUy^ die bands of aifiiesive are 
arranged towards one edge of die sheets wiUch 
edge win hereinafter be termed the ttaiUng 

ed^ so that, in the vicinity of the odier edte 
hereinafter to be teemed die leading edge;, ooe 
surf aoe of the strip is free from ffdhesifve. The 
surfaces of tto sheet are prefer^ly pr ote oi e d 
by a sheec of doid^e-skled-ielease paper whid) 
jnay be of a diflierent colour. 

The sheet is pzeferably made of paper. 

The invention will now be described wJdi 
lefercnce to ihs accompanying drawing whidi 
shows the tmdeisTde of part of a ^eer of the 
flexible material, with one comer peekd bade 
from the douWe-sided-retease paper to show 
the top surfoce. 

Referring to the drawing, means for fadli* 
tadng tfiie laying of fitnd caipcis compiises 
a sheet of paper 1 coated on one siufacct 
hereinafter refened to as opper surface 2, 
over The whole area iheieof with a p re ssure 
scnsitxve adhesivie^ tlxe odier smface of the 
paper heitSnaite referred to as the lower sqt- 
facc 3, being coated in preselected areas v^th 
tho a similar pressure sensitive adhesive. On 
lower suilaoe 3, towards the one edge, 
the af oresaod trailing edge 4 of the papor ly 
a wide band 5 of adibesive is appAied. In speoed 
paiallel rdatioosh^ widi die wide band 5 of 
adhesive^ and towaids die opposiee leadSiq: 
edge 6p a furdier narrower band 7 of adhesive 
is applied, die width the band 7 preferaUy 
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bdog appFOfxhnax!^ botf that off the band 5. 
Atimuffi ^mfy two bands S,7 of adhesive are 
showj^ it wiH be tmdeisrDOd iliat more bands 
cf adhe»vc could be ^qpiplied^ each of dimixusb- 
5 iDg widib tiovmds ihe leadlDg edge;> but leav- 
ing st&^tHntiafly a third of the aira 8, of the 
kwET nxxfaoe 3 of tiie Atec^, adjacent the kad- 
ing edge 6, free of adhesive: The bands of 
adhesive are so arranged that the area adjacent 

10 tiie trailing edge 4 wil] possess strong powers 
of adhesioa, which adhesion wiH gradually fsU 
o£r to nodung over che area t8 adjacent the 
Ipa fling edge 6w 
The upper suifaoe 2 of the sheet of psper, 

15 as alreac^ deGccxfaed, is covered over its entire 
area with edhesiv^^ and is provided with a 
douWe-sided-^releflfie paper cwoine sheet 9, 
i.e. the type in which a sheet is sukwly treated 
on both ades so as to be caps^ of adherlAg 

20 to the adhoive, and yet be enable of bekig 
peeled bade The sheet of pspa- 1 is isually 
sopphed in io9a, whidi necesshates the covets 
fng sheet 9 being of the doiiblcNSided-Telease 
type^ so that It ttiU nor pcnnancntfy adhere 

25 to the two bands 5 and 7 of adhesive on the 
lower surface of the paper 1 when ic is tolled 
m. The covering sheet 9 H preferably of a 
dmetent colour fxm the paper 1 to enaUe 
ea^dfidncfion lliei ^ et w e ei L 

30 The method of installing a carpet wjU novv 
be described. The carpet vs &9t positioned id 
the nnun nady for cutdng*. It is ijhen art down 
to apyro a am atB size and shape to enable the 
carper to be laid flat ondie Boor and to caA 

33 a wort distance up the wallSy wherenpon ic 
is stretchfid and held in position with tem- 
porary tetdis about 12 inches ftom the walL 
The edges of the carpet are then mlled barik 
and the paper 1 is pkced with its lower sur- 

40 face 2 downwards, u^n the floor nnmediately 
adjacent the shurting so that the leading edge 
6 of the paper is in aUgnment widi^ but over- 
lapping, die Joint between -die skirtiDg and 
the floor. 

45 The leading edge 'S is now curved up the 
skirting. light pressure is applied to the paper 
in Older to secoze it temporarily to tl^ floor. 
The paper is then pressed finnly with the 
fingert^s into d>e corner of the floor and 

50 skhrtingi so that it folds up die fikirdng, die 
fold being occnrately preyed into die angle 
of ddrtii^ and floor^ so di^ the f oHd takes die 
outline of die skiftin?. The papar is dien ciit 
along the fold and -ue snrpoxa removedj thus 

55 fltpag the paper on the floor ftoCTOiely to the 
skirting. The pRHcoive doitUe^ded-ielease 
paper sheet 9 5a dien removed fncmi the sur- 
face 2> thus disdosmg die fully adhesive- 
overed surface of the paper. Tbe caipet to 

<>0 be fined is dx;n vmuUed so diat its edge pxo< 
jeccB over and beyond the paper 2, so that a 
certam ammmt of die carpet natnrally assumes 
a cm:vc Ip'n^ up against die wall. Pressure is 
then applied to the carpet so that it is caused 

65 to adhere to die paper; the carpet is then 


r^ed back from the wall and, doe to the 
grearer adhesive power benveen the under- 
surface cf the carpet and the adhesive paper 
on the one hand and the adhesive paper end 
the floor on the odier> the adhesh^e paper is 70 
removed from the floor. The carpet is pulled 
back gencly so diat it is ensured diat the paper 
polls aS the floor and adheres to tlie bad: of 
the carpcL AH that now needs to be dcoie h 
for the person laying the carpet to cut away 75 
the carpet along the cut edge of the adhesive 
p&per; once this is done the paper can be re- 
moved frcan the carpet and the carpet can be 
rolled back. It will then be found that die 
caipet is neady and cleanly laid right up to 80 
the starting board, so that a pleasing eflfcct is 
obtained widi a fitted carpCL It is, of course 
obvious that the adhesive paper luust be usod 
wherever the carpet has to be fitted against die 
skirting or other part of the waU or arvhi- 85 
traves. 

WHAT I CLAIM IS:— 

1. JMeaiu for fadlitad]^ the laying of fitted 
carpets as herein deflned comprxsing a strip 

or sheet of flexible material, for example pai^ 90 
or tape, whidi is provided on one surface with 
a coatkkg of adhesive whidi cavers substan- 
tially the whole of said sdi^ and wfaidi> on 
the opposed surface is provided widi o&esive 
over only preselected areas, but rujt the whole 95 
area. 

2. Means for facOiutlflg the laying of fiteed 
carpets according to daim 1 In which the ad- 
hesive is pressure sensidve. 

3. Means for fadlitatiiig the laying of fitted 100 
carpets according to either claim 1 or daim 2, 

in which the preselected areas nic arrsnged 
towards one edge of the shee^ thereby leav-^ 
ing an area of the sheet in the vicinity of the 
other edge fre« from adhesive. 105 

4. Means for facilitating the laying of fitted 
carpets accordiiig to any of claims 1-^3 in 
whidi the preselected areas comjprise bands, 
spaced apart in pamllel rdadonship. 

5. Means for facilitating die laying cf fitted 110 
carpets according to dami 4, in which two 
bands are provided the one nearer an edge of 

the sheet being sabstandally twice the widdi 
oi thQ other. 

6. iVleans for fadliiadng the laying of fitted 115 
carpets according to any one of the previous 
claims in which the surfacCi which is coated 
widi adhesive over subscantially the ndiole 
area, is provided with a releasable protective 
sheet. 120 

7. Means for fiacllitating the layii^ of fitted 
carpets aocordii^ to daim IS, in which die 
protective sheet is snimbly treated on bodi 
surfaces to form a double-^ed^^dease covers 
iogefaeer. 125 

8. A strip of material for facilitating tlie 
laying of fitted carpets and die hlee as heiem 
defined substamiafly as herein descril>ed and 
ilhistrated with reference to die accompany^ 

mg dtawing. IBO 
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
